Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  area. 


Water  Supplies. 

The  exigencies  of  the  war  have  retarded  progress  in  this  matter,  bat 
the  following  improvements  may  be  reported. 

1.  North  Rode.  The  reservoir  and  mains  to  supply  properties  in  the 
parishes  of  Bosley,  North  Rode  and  Eaton  were  commenced  during  the  year 
and  will  be  in  commission  during  1941. 


2.  Extensions  to  water  mains  were  carried  out  in  the  parishes  of 
Gawsworth,  Kettle shulme  and  Liddington,  when  a  total  length  of  8,579 
lineal  yards  was  provided. 

Twenty  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examinations.  Four  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  representations 
were  made  regarding  improvement  or  the  provision  of  alternative  supplies. 


Drainage  and  Bower age.  No  extensions  of  public  sewers  were  made  except 
in  the  township  of  Prestbury,  where  700  lineal  yards  were  laid. 

Closet  Accommodation.  The  two  districts  in  need  of  a  water  carriage 
system  are  Knutsford  Road,  Great  War ford ,  and  the  Langley  area  of  Sutton. 
No  public  sewers  are  available  in  these  districts,  the  exigencies  of  the 
war  having  held  up  the  projects. 


Twenty-nine  earth-closets  were  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system 
during  the  year. 


Refuse  Tips.  The  number  of  tips  have  been  reduced  to  ten,  and  there  are 
three  full  time  men  engaged  on  their  control.

Plans  for  the  erection  of  107  dwelling  houses  for  agricultural 
workers  under  the  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1938,  were  prepared, 
I?  ms  f"  however ,  impossible  to  proceed,  as  tenders  were  invited  for 

their  erection  and  none  could  be  obtained.

There  has  been  a  pleasing  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
diphtheria  notified  (from  19  in  1939  to  2)  and  I  think  that  the  credit 
for  this  must  partly  be  given  to  the  Council's  immunisation  scheme,  to 
which  there  has  been  a  fairly  good  response. 

The  numbers  of  cases  of  measles  and  whooping  cough  notified,  namely 
232  and  54  respectively,  appear1  to  be  high,  but  both  diseases  were  of  a 
mild  type,  and  this  increased  incidence  was  shared  in  common  with  the 
county  as  a  whole «
